WASHINGTON, July 18.—

Philippine Commission ad- 
vices conveying these facts: 
By the co-operation of the 
military and the commission, 
municipal governments have 
been established in seven im- 
portant towns in the provin- 
ces of Manila and Cavite. 
These are working admirably, 
and one good effect of them 
is that considerable numbers 
of the insurgents are constant- 
ly deserting and coming in, 


some of them with arms.) 


The system will soon be ex: 
tended to other towns, which 
are asking it. Continued 
success in this direction will 
mean the beginning of the 
end. | 

“The commissioners - state 
that the general situation is 
described in the message of 
Gen. Otis of June 26, except 
that a number of ports in the 
southern part of Luzon, in 


Leyte and other islands to the | 


south have since been opened 
to trade. Dispatchss from 


| Dr. Schurman on: his return 
from his trip through the 


southern part of the archipel- 
ago were of the same purport. 
A decision to accept Amer- 
ican sovereignty and to wel- 
come our troops was “every 
where manifested. 

“The report of Gen. Otis 
on the 26th of June, referred 
to by Commissioner Denby 
in the above dispatch, stated 


that, as a consequence of the 


rainy season, little island cam- 
paigning was now in 
Luzon. 

“‘We occupy,’ said Gen. 
Otis, ‘a large portion of the 
Tagalos country. The lines 
stretch from Imus on the 
south to San Fernando on the 
north, nearly sixty miles, and 


eastward into the Laguna province. 
The insurgent armies have _— suffered 
great loss, and are scattered. The only 
large force which holds together is 
about 4000 in Tarlac province and 
Northern Pampanga. There are 
scattered bands of fifty and 500 on 
the other portions of Luzon, in Cavite 
and Batangas provinces. They could 
possibly assemble @8 many as 2000. 
They .are demoralized from recent 
defeat. - 

“The most a the people are terror- 
ized by the insurgent soldiers, but 
desire peace and American protection. 
They no longer flee from our troops, 
unless forced by insurgents, but 
gladly welcome them. There has 
‘been no recent burning of towns. The 
population within our lines has be- 
come dense, takfhg up land cultivation 
extensively. They are kept out of 
Manila as much as possible, as the city 
population was becoming too great to 
be cared for. The only hope of the 
insurgent leaders is in aid from the 
United States. This is the influence 
which enables them to hold out. Much 
contention prevails among them, and 
no civil government remains. Trade 
with ports not fn our possession, the 
former source of insurgent revenues, 
is not interdicted.’ 

“Gen. Otis doubted the wisdom of 
this policy as people in those parts are 
without supplies or food, and the mer- 
chants are suffering losses. He medi- 
tated at that time the restoration of 
trade privileges, although the insurg- 
ents might reap some benefit from it, 
a plan which has since been partially 
carried into effect. . The courts are 
in successful operation under the di- 
rection of able Filipinos. Affairs in 
the other islands are comparatively 
quiet, awaiting results in Luzon. All 
were anxious for trade, and repeated 
calls for American troops received.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—The advices 
'which the President received from Ma- | 
nila yesterday and. which have given | 

much comfort and enco ment to 

members of the ‘Satinet,” to -whord 
they were communicated, had a bearing 
rather on the political than, the -mili- 
‘tary situation, although there is natur- 
ally a very direct connection between 
the two. at this time. The commission, 
or at least so much of it as remains 
at Manila, since the departure of Pres- 
ident Schurman and Admiral Dewey, 
has been unrelaxing’in the effort to 
restore the confidence of the natives 
and aid military operations by induc- 
ing defections among Aguinaldo’s fol- 
lowers. 

Some progress has been made, and 
more, it is said, than the public is ac- 
quainted with, for not only have the 
United States authorities been able to 
secure unqualified adhesion of the na- 
tives of the more important islands, 
outside of Luzon, in the Philippine 
group, but even in that island, they 
have steadily encroached on what was 
regarded as purely insurgent territory 
and are arranging for the establishment 
of full civil governments in some of 
the provinces of the island wherein 
Aguinaldo has heretofore been strong- 
est.

THE CABINET MEETS, 


Decision Reached to Let the “Round. 
Robin” Matter Drop. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] . 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—The Cabi- 
net meeting today was longer’ than 
usual, and the members, after it ad- 
journed, were more reticent than usual. 
Secretaries Gage, Wilson, Alger and 
Atty.-Gen. Griggs were out of the city. 
It was admitted that there was some 
discussion of the “round robin” sent by 
the American newspaper corroespond- 
ents from Manila via Hongkong, but 
all information regarding the character 
of the discussion and the nature of the 
decision, if one was reached, was re- 
fused. 

A cable from Col. Denby, a member 
of the Philippine Commission, was read. 
It showed a fairly satisfactory state 
of affairs, one of the Cabinet officers 
said, but it did not say, that peace ne- 
gotiations with Aguinaldo were in 
progress. | 

Secretary Hay also had a cable from 
Ambassador Choate, relative to the 
boundary line negotiations, but it was 
not encouraging. 

Later it was ascertained that a de- 
cision was reached to allow the 
“round-robin” matter to drop. At 
an informal conference held at the 
White House last night, the subject 
was thoroughly discussed, and such 
a policy agreed upon. This, it ig 
stated, was confirmed at today’s Cabi- 
net meeting. Officially _ the matter 
will be ignored, and Gen. Otis will be 
allowed to treat it as he may deem 
best. 

CABINET MEMBER TALKS, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES, } 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—[Exclusive

Brig.-Gen. Otis’s Pertinent Remarks 
About American Achievements, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, July 18.—In an ‘inter- 
view today Gen. Harrison Gray Otis 
declared his inability to agree with 
the “round-robin” issued by the news- 
paper correspondents in the Philip- 
pines. Gen. Otis is on his way to 
Los Angeles, having been in Wash- 
ington, where he had a conference 
with the President. 

“Gen. Otis should be heard from 
before the ‘round-robin’ is discussed 
as to its fairness,” he said. ‘The 
commanding general has not’ been 
unduly optimistic—rather the opposite. 
I know of cases where he had oppor- 
tunities of making highly favorable 
reports of his military operations, but 
modestly refrained from doing so. He 
and his officers do not look with fa- 
vor on newspaper reports, which, 
with all intentions of being fair, are 
apt to be exaggerated. 

“I am satisfied that the official re- 
ports from Manila in regard to our 
killed and wounded, and as to deaths 
from disease, have been accurate. I 
have noticed nothing in the news-

SEATTLE (‘Wash.,) July 18. 
Clusive Dispatch.] The loss of twelva- 
members of the steamer Elk expedi< 
tion to Kotzebue Sound is reported 
from St. Michael by steamer Roanoke, 
Twelve strong men perished at various 
points along the trail between Sela- 
wick and Koyukuk rivers. Scurvy fell 
first upon them, then starvation and 
frost. Mrs. H. W. Bens of Bay City, 
Mich, was the only survivor, The 
dead are:

The story of the death of this party 
is, without doubt, the most terrible 
that has yet come from Alaska, where 
hardships have been many and loss of 
life very great. It was-told to Harold 
Sturgis of Chicago by Mrs. Bens, who 
was brought in from the headwaters 
of Koyukuk River the day before th 
Roanoke left. Mrs. Bens escaped 


' death on the trail, but is in danger 


dying of scurvy. Her husband, fore. 
tune and friends were swept away by 
that wild trip across the Alaskayg 
mountains. 

Capt. Bens was an old lake skipper 
and came West a year ago to build 
a steamer for Alaska. He built @ 
staunch vessel called the Elk No. lL, 
and gathered up a party of seventeen, - 
including the crew. The Elk was to 
have gone into the Arctic Ocean and 
up McKenzie River, but finally brought 
up in Kotzebue Sound. The party of 
thirteen landed and started to the re< 
ported gold diggings on Selawick 
River. They found gold, but hearing 


‘of rich strikes on the Koyukuk, 300 


miles distant, in January the ill-fated 
thirteen started over the unknown 
They had no dogs, and were 
compelled to pull their sleds, loaded 
with provisions and camping outfits 
over the soft snow. 

After following the Selawick for 
many weary miles, Tegragawick River. 
was reached. Constant exposure, cold 
and insufficient food was beginning to 
tell. All of the party were getting 
weak. One day two of the men were 
taken down with the scurvy. Their 
knees began to stiffen at the joints, 
and soon blotches appeared on theip 
faces and legs Others of the party 
were stricken, one by one, until every 
one of the thirteen, including Mrs, 
Bens was suffering. 

On Tegragawick the first death oce 
curred, and before the headwaters of 
the river had been reached, the party 
was reduced to seven. Had the party 
been able to go into: winter quarters 
and take proper care of themselves, the 
life of the remainder might have been 
spared. Their supplies were running 
short, however, and winter quarters 
were out of the question. Bens,-who 
was one of the last to take scurvy, had 
all he .could do to keep the party mov- 
ing. Mrs. Bens helped him, and kepté 
up their spirits by holding out prome 
ise of speedy relief. 

To reach Hussliakalna River, the 
nearest branch of the Koyukuk, it was 
necessary to cross two divides. Sev- 
eral of the party perished on the first 
divide. While crossing the second a 
severe blizzard came up, and one by 
one the party dropped off. Bens and 
his resolute wife were the only oneg 
who got to Hussliakalna River alive. 
Bens was nearly dead, and was unable 
to go further. For several days his 
wife nursed him, and without medi- 
cines tried to get him into a condi- 
tion to travel. Scurvye had made too 
much progress, however, and on May 
10 Bens died. 

The poor woman was alone on the 
trail, miles and miles from human habi- 
tation, short of supplies and almost 
ready to drop from scurvy and frozen 
limbs. She says she contemplated suis 
cide, but could not bring herself to it. 
She decided to make one more try for 
life, and, putting a light pack across 
her shoulders she started down the 
river. She was unable to bury her hus- 
band’s body or ever cover it up, and the 
thought of it being torn by wild beasts 
nearly drove her wild. She traveled on 
for hours, making very little progress, 
She had covered about nine miles an@ 
was almost exhausted when she wag 
startled by barking dogs. She noticed 
smoke in a bunch of scrubby timber, 
a few.rods from the river, and her criea 
for help brought several hardy prose 
pectors from Peavy to her assistance, 
They went back on the trail and gave 
Bens decent burial. The plucky woman 
was then Rut on a sied and hauled to 
Peavy.

Alameda, secretary. 

The new directors of the Valley Road 
are: E. P. Ripley of Chicago, John 
D. Spreckles of San Francisco, who 
represents the retiring president of the 
road, Claus Spreckles; Robert Watt of 
Oakland, Capt. A. H. Payson of San 
Mateo, W. G. Nevin of Los Angeles, 
general manager of the Santa Fé 
lines was of Albuyuerque; A. 
F. Walker of New York, chair- 
man of the Board of Directors 
of the Santa Fé; E. N. Gibbs 
of New York, of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Santa Fé; Victor Mora- 
witz of New York, general counsel and 
director of the Santa Fé; R. S. Hayes 
of: New York, director and member of 
the Executive Committee of the Santa 
Fé: F. W. Van Sicklen of San Fran- 
cisco and H. C. Bush of this city, who 
in a few weeks will be replaced by W.

WEATHER AND CROPS, 
Summary for the Past Week—Con- 
ditions Have Been Favorable.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 18.—The fo!- 
lowing summary prepared by the De- 
partment of Agriculture shows the 
condition of the crops and weather in 
California during the last week: 

“The temperature has been neamy 
normal through’ the week, though 
slightly below in portions of the Sacra- 
‘mento. Valley and at San Diego. There 
Was no rain reported at any station, 
but heavy fogs have been frequent 
along the coast. These conditions have 
been favorable for farmers and or- 
chardists, and the harvesting and 
threshing of grain, and fruit-picking 
and shipping have continued unin- 
terruptedly. The wheat and barley 
crops are generally above average in 
the’cenfral and northern portions, and 
in'the north coast section of Southern 
California the yield of these cereals is 
s2id to be nearly equal to the average. 

“Raisin and wine grapes are making 
good growth, with the probability, of 
an: average yield. Table grapes are 
being shipped east. Peaches and other 
deciduous fruits are plentiful, in some 
sections apricots and prunes are yield- 
ing much better than had been re- 
ported. 

“It is reported that navel oranges 
are dropping badly in portions of the 
Sacramento Valley. Sugar beets are 
doing well in the centrel and south- 
ern coast regions . Corn, potatoes and 
vegetables are in good condition, in 
most sections. Pasturage is beginning 
to show lack of moisture. Irrigating 
water is becoming scarce in portions 
’ of the San Joaquin Valley and in South- 
ern: California.”

Three Leaders Arrested and Taken 
to Apia for Triai—Chief Justice 
Chambers Resigns—Joint Com- 
missioners Coming Mome—A 
Fight Over the Kingship.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


APIA (Samoa,) July 11.—[By Australian Ca- 
ble from Auckland, July 18.] In the fizhting 
which occurred at Sofata, in the Suateles’ 
district July 4, one Malietoan chief wos mor- 
tally wounded, and two Mataafa chiefs and 
one Suatele were killed and three others 
wounded. The British cruiser Tauranga and 
the German cruiser Cormorant arrested three 
chiefs and brought them to Apia for trial 
before the Supreme Court. 

The joint commissioners will leave for 
Washington July 18. Chief Justice Chambers 
will leave for San Francisco on the Moana. 
Not desiring to return, he has sent his resig- 
nation to President McKinley, who does not 
wish to accept it. The question as to 
whether this constitutes a vatancy in the 
Chief Justiceship is being discussed, If there 
is a vacancy, then either Hunter or Mair 
may be designated to fill the Chief Justice- 
ship. The commissioners are much blamed 
for not ordering the restitution of the loot 
taken by rebels. 

Mataafa’s partisans among the rebels are 
raising funds to fight the Kingship question 
through lawyers, and are confident of ob- 
taining a rehearing. Mataafa, however, ac- 
cepts the abolition of the Kingship, and will 
be present at a meeting with the commis- 
sioners on Savaii Island. His supporters re- 
quest the dismissal of Chief Justice Cham- 
bers, and defy the order of the Supreme 
Court.

NEW YORK, July 19.—An attempt

thizers. One of the pillars of the 
structure was shattered by the explo- 
gion of dynamite at 1:10 o'clock a.m. 
Several policemen hurried to the scene 
of the explosion, but no arrests were 
made.

- avenue line for a time, and extra guards 
were sent out to watch the structure. 

RESERVES CALLED OUT.

“Resolved, that the municipal assem- 
bly of the city of New York extends 
its sympathy to the striking railroad 
employés, in their effort to secure bet- 
ter wages and shorter hours, and re- 
quests the managers of the several 
railroads, on which strikes are occur- 
ring, to agree that all difficulties be- 
tween employer and employés be ad- 
judged by arbitration. 

“Resolved, that the Corporation Coun- 
sel be and hereby is requested to take 
such action as will compel the railroad 
companies doing business in the city 
“we New York to live up to the ten-hour 

Alderman Kennedy introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution which was. unani- 
mously adopted: 

“That the District Attorneys of the

For four months, 
official telegrams had come from Gen. 
Otis, clinging to his belief that the re- 
bellion was over, and only now, when 
events have justified none of the series 
of rosy predictions, it is beginning to 
be openly admitted that Gen. Otis has 
not known what was going on in the 
country under his control, and that he 
has failed to form any adequate idea of 
Filipino character. 

“At last it is beginning to be realized 
among the civil authorities, as it has 
already become a profound conviction 
among military men, experienced in 
Indian control in the West, that the 
war in Luzon might not have begun, 
and in any event would have been 
quickly ended, had Gen. Merritt re- 
mained in command, or had Gen. Otis 
come home last summer. 

“There is no disposition in the army 
to declare unqualifiedly that Gen. Otis 
is incapable of doing some things in 
Manila better than many other officers 
near the top of the army list. His abil- 
ity as an administrator is widely rec- 
ognized. He is unusually systematic 
about his office affairs, and has enjoyed 
an enviabdle reputation for discretion, 
particularly in his dealings with trans- 
gressors of civil and military law. He 
has long been an authority on drill reg- 
ulations, and his interest in the effici- 
ency of the army organization was 
shown in his estimate of thé cavalry 
school. But since the civil war, his fleld 
Service was never noticeable, and his 


friends are reticent about it. 


“For that reason Gen. Lawton, Gen. 
Young, Gen. Wheeler and Gen. Swan, as 
well as others, have been sent to him. 
as expressly stated by the War De- 
partment, ‘in order that Gen. Otis 
might be relieved of much of the re- 
sponsibility in the actual campaign, to 
be able to devote more time in admin- 
istrating affairs in the rest of the is- 
lands.’ 
“The revelations now made as to cen- 
sorship astound the leading officials 
here. When complaints were recently 
made about the way dispatches were 
being stopped and mangled at Manila. 
the War Department was satisfied with: 
an explanation of Gen. Otis that great 
liberty was being allowed, with only 
such restrictions as prevented advance 
information of military operations from 
becoming known to the enemy. . 
“The President has frequently re- 
marked to visitors who broached the 


subject that he was anxious to have 


the fullest knowledge of Philippine 
affairs, and that he was disposed to 
have the widest latitude commensur- 
até with military necessity given to 
the American correspondents through- 
out the islands. When the latest dis- 
closures reparding’ the petty annoy- 
ances that correspondents have met 
are officially substantiated, as in all 
probability they speedily will be, 
ordérs from Washington will undoub- 
tedly cause their: abatement. 

“It is the impression that the gist, 
if not the entire subject matter of the 
correspondents’ complaints will be sent’ 
by cable to Gen. Otis by the War De- 
partment, and that he will be asked 
for his version of the specifications 
they charge. There is no doubt that 
the general officers in the field at 
Luzon will be called on directly for 
brief reports of the condition of af- 
fairs. It is a signal fact that none 
of them have had an opportunity to 
present any. statement regarding the 
campaign since their accounts of the 
opening of hostilities, early last 
February, and that Gen. Otis has per- 
mitted four months to pass without 
sending a single mail report to the 
War Department, preferring to con- 
fine himself to brief and generally in- 
definite cable dispatches.”

FILIPINOS THOUGHT HIS WORD 
MEANT INDEPENDENCE, 


Dissatisfaction Expressed by Maj. L. 
L. Zialcita, Who Leads Aguinal- 
do’s Cavalry, at the Action of 
the Americans in Assuming Con- 
trol of the Islands. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
MINNBAPOLIS (Minn.,) July 18.— 
The Times tomorrow morning will pub- 
lish an interview which took place May 
8 at San Isidro, Luzon, between its 
special correspondent, Martin Tew, of 
the Thirteenth Minnesota Regiment, 
detailed by Gen. Wheaton as brigade 
interpreter, and Maj. Lorenzo L. Zial- 
cita, leader of Aguinaldo’s cavalry, and 
one of the Filipino commissioners who 
went to Gen. Otis with proposals for 
an armistice. 

Maj. Zialcita denied emphatically that 
Filipino officials had ordered the burn- 
ing of Manila and the wholesale mur- 
der of Americans, and cited proof that 
many Filipino officers were in Manila 
that night and were taken prisoners. He 
said the proclamation of Gen. Otis, 
proclaiming himself Governor-General 
had greatly incensed the Filipinos, but 
asserted that both the Filipino lead- 
ers and people believed the Americans 
had begun the hostilities. 

Maj. Zialcita, speaking ef the reputed 
promises of independence made prior 
to the fall of Manila, and when asked 
by Tew if, in their eagerness for in- 
dépendence, the Filipinos had not mis- 
understood or misconstrued the lan- 
guage of thé American officials and of- 
ficers, replied: 

“There is not the slightest mistake 
about this. Consul Wildman verbally 
made this statement to us, and we 
have sé much confidence in the good 
intentions of the United States that 
to us it meant as much as if it had 
been delivered in writing. 

“Besides, when we were in Cavite, 
a number of us had the honor of en- 
tertaining Gen. Anderson at the Atheo 
Rizal. This was before Manila was 
taken by our forces. Gen. Anderson on 
this occasion made .a speech in which 
he said the Americans had not come 
here for the purpose of taking one 
foot of territory with the view of per- 
manent possession, but for the pur- 
pose of giving the Filipinos their in- 
ependence. 
con September 21, last year, on the 
occasion of the fiesta, a number of 
American officers celébrated with us at 
the residence of Pedarho Pachao, and 
all expressed the same sentiments. On 
many different occasions we were told 
by men high in authority that Filipino 
independence would be recognized. 
“What was the opihion of the Fili- 
pino leaders in regard to Gen. Otis’s 
proclamation of January 

“That proclamation,” replied the ma- 
jor, ‘was decidedly bad, and gfeatly in- 
censed the people everywhere. It stated 
nothing clearly and promised nothing. 
It was non-committal on all points ex- 
cept that Otis declared himself Gov- 
ernor-General of the islands and that 
our country had been purchased from 
Spain. The Filipino people desired in- 
dependence,fi not annexation.” 
Referring to the telegram of Febru- 
ary 20, sent by Gen. Otis relative to 
the order of the Filipino government to 
burn Manila and massacre the whites 
in the city, the Filipino emissary, With 
a flash of anger on his’ face, replied: 
“That was absolutely false. No such 
order was ever issued by officials at 
Malolos. If Gen. Otis found any such 
written order, it was the work of friars 
or some other enemy of ours. This is 
not a race war. We realize that in or- 
der to win we must have the support 
of civilized nations, and must conduct 
our affairs accordingly.”

IMPURE MILK. 


Milk Inspector Hood Again After the 
Restaurant-keepers. 

Milk Inspector Hood yesterday swore 
out warrants for the arrest of three 
restaurant keepers who are accused of 
serving to customers milk that is he- 
low the lawful standard in nutritious 
qualities. The warrants are directed 
against H. A. Woodward of the Marion 
lunch counter, No. 250 South Broad- 
way, Alfred Sassaki of the New Yor 
kohama Restaurant, No. 249 South 
Main street, and G. Oddone, No. 201 
South Main street. In the case of Sas- 
saki the official analysis of the milk 
tested shows only one-half of one per 
cent. in butter fat. All three of the 
restaurants complained against are 
supplied with milk by the New Eng- 
land Dairy. This dairy has no cows of 
its own, but buys milk of other cow- 
owners, which it in turn retails. By 
frequent inspection of dairies the Milk 
Inspector is doing much to keep the 
supply of milk which comes into the 
city up to the legal standard of purity. 
The majority of restaurant keepers, in 
the Milk Inspector’s opinion, are trying 
to obey the law and few of them are 
guilty of watering their milk, but they 
are frequently imposed upon by the 
dairymen, who sell milk to them that 
is below the standard. In some cases 
the poor quality of the milk is not due 
to adulteration, but to the improper 
feeding of the cows. To produce good 
milk cows must have wholesome food 
and plenty of it. It is part of the 
Milk Inspector’s duty to see that dairy 
cows are well fed, and his frequent in- 
spection of dairy ranches is having a 
good effect in this respect. } 


WINE AND A WOMAN. 


The Combination Gets a Frenchman 
into the City Jail. 
Gustav Delaveaux wae sent to the City 


Jail, last night, by Policeman Moore on com- 


plaint of Susana Coover, a Mexican woman, 
who occupies a room in the Rockingham on 
Commercial street. 

Delaveaux was intoxicated, and called on 
the woman at her room. After a time he 
charged her with stealing $15 from him and 
she alleges that he pulled a large pocket 
knife from his pocket and threatened to kill 
her unless she returned his money. She 
called in the landlord, and the latter sum- 
moned Policeman Moore, who sent the bel- 
ligerent Frenchman to jail.

The defendants claimed 
to have been born in Los Angeles, to 
have returned to China, and to have 
reéntered the United States after a 
residence in Mazatlan, Mex. The fed- 
eral officials agreed with their state- 
ment that they had entered the United 
States from Mexico, but declared the 
rest of their story a fairy tale.

POLICEMEN IN TROUBLE. 


TWO TO ANSWER BEFORE THE 
COMMISSION NEXT WEEK. 


One Abused Women Prisoners, the 
Other is Gharged With Making 
False Statements-—City Board of 
Equalization. 


Two members of the police force are 
in trouble, one for an alleged offense 
committed six months ago and _ the 
other for misconduct two weeks ago. 
The actions of both are to be investi- 
gated by the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. Patrolman William . Matusz- 
kiewiz has been cited to appear at the 
next meeting of the board to defend 
himself on charges of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer in that he abused a party 
of prisoners whom he had arrested at 
midnight July 3 on a charge of steal- 
ing a purse, which he had himself mis- 
laid, and which was found a few min- 
utes after the arrests were made. At 
the same meeting the board will de- 
termine whether it desires to take any 
action against Patrolman Gorman on 
a charge of having made a false state- 
ment before the board and of having 
resorted to trickery in order to make 
a case before the board against a sa- 
loon keeper. Had the Matuszkiewiz 
matter not been mentioned, it is possi- 
ble that Gorman would have escaped 
notice for the reason that this case

No formal charges have been pre- 
ferred against Matuszkiewiz, but the 
commission has taken cognizance of 
the published accounts of that officer's 
actions. The officer eccupies a room 
in a house adjoining the police station 
and on the evening of July 3 he was 
amusing himself and his landlady and 
her family by firing firecrackers. Later 
he sent to the jail for a pair of mitts, 
such as are used on insane persona,

The 
Mayor gives the reason that the board 
has been too busy. Abdut six months 
ago, when the new liquor license law 
went into effect, the Police Commis- 
sion had before it more than a score 
of saloon men charged with violating 
the Sunday closing law. Among 
them was Dan Jerrue of No. 228 South 
Spring street, who was citéd to ap- 
pear because of a report made by 
Gorman. The policeman, at the be- 
ginning of the Jerrue case, testified 
‘that he had entered Jerrue’s saloon on 
Sunday, bought a drink and a flask of 
whisky from a Chinaman in charge, 
and had left the place through the 
alley door. His testimony was given 
at the morning session of the board, 
and he was asked if he could produce 
the flask of whisky. He replied that 
he could, and in the afternoon he ap- 
peared with a flask full of. whisky, 
bearing Jerrue’s label. In spite of 
this evidence, Jerrue denied the police- 
man’s charge and openly asserted that 
he would remember the matter and 
take every means of getting even with 
Gorman, Only a warning was ad- 
ministered to Jerrue, and at the’ time 
it was thought the case was stttled. 

Many days afterward a whisky 
dealer told the Mayor that on the day 
of the hearing Gorman had come to 
him during the noon recess of the 
board and had asked him to fill a 
flask which he, Gorman, had, with 
whisky of about a certain proof. The. 
dealer had liquor of higher proof than 
Gorman wanted, and to. reduce the 
proof, the flask was partly filled 
with whisky and then water was 
poured into it. After the investiga- 
tion the Mayor had retained the flask 
which Gorman had produced as Jer- 
rue’s whisky, and on receiving the 
information from the dealer. the 
Mayor secured a sample from Jerrue 
and had several experts make com- 
paratye tests, the result of which 
showed that Gorman’s whisky was 
not at all like that sold by Jerrue. 

Then the Mayor told what he had 
learned to the other members of the 
Police Commission, and a secret in- 
vestigation was held at which the 
liquor dealer, whose name has not been 
made public, appeared and told about 
his experience with Gorman. Other 
evidence was heard and a strong case 
appears to have been made against 
the policeman. 3 

That was three months ago, the 
Mayor says, and the first public in- 
timation of it was on yesterday, when, 
after the Matuszkiewiz case was men- 
tioned, one of the commissioners sug-! 
gested that action be taken on the 
Gorman case also.’ While the two cases. 
were being concluded some member 
asked what the city ordinances pro- 
vided as to the manner of removing 
police officers. The ordinances were 
produced and it was found that ordi- 
nance No. 2408 (new series) provides 
as follows: 

“No member of the regular police 
department shall be removed until the 
Police Commissioners shall have first 
notified such member of their intention 
to make such removal; and if said 
member shall, within five days after 
notification, make demand in writ- 
ing for a public hearing of the charges 
brought against him and the causes of 
his proposed removal, he shall be en- 
titled to a hearing and shall be per- 
mitted to introduce evidence in his 
own behalf. The action of the commis- 
sion upon the hearing. shall be final 
and conclusive.” 

After some discussion it was decided, 
atthesuggestion of Commissioner Scar- 
borough, to defer action in the Gorman 
case until next Tuesday. In the mean 
time the members of the board will 
consider what they will do about the 
matter, and if Gorman is to be re- 
moved they will make up their minds 
as to who shall succeed him. The 
Mayor declaremthat Jerrue knew noth- 
ing whatever about the secret investi- 


gation. 
REFUSED A STAR. 

‘Dana Burks appeared before the 
board again yesterday in the interests 
of Special Policeman Foster, who wants 
a regular officer’s star, so that he can 
secure free transportation on the street 
railways. This matter had been con- 
sidered twice before and Foster would 
have been provided with a pass-book 
had he not refused to accept one. Com- 
missioners Parker, Pascoe and Scar- 
borough opposed his request for the 
reason that if it were granted, other 
Ang officers would be entitled to 
the same courtesy and a troublesome 
precedent would be established. At the 
suggestion of the Mayor the action of 
the board in requesting a pass-book 
was reconsidered, and no further action 
was taken, which means that Foster 
and other specials will have to ‘pay 
ear fare if they ride. 

DESERVED COMMENDATION. 

Chief Glass called attention to the 
fact that the Health Officer and others 
had been commended for their work 
during the smallpox scare, and said 
that there is a special policeman on the 
force who deserved public mention be- 
cause of his faithful service during the 
time the smallpox was being guarded 
against all over the city. He said he 
referred to Officer Berg, who, as a spe- 
cial quarantine officer, had worked un- 
complainingly day and night to prevent 
the spread of the disease. No service 
had been too hard for him and he had 
done his work thoroughly and in a 
manner which had materially assisted 
the officers of the health department. 
The Chief suggested that some public 
recognition be made of these services. 
On motion of Commissioner Scarbo- 
rough the thanks of the commission 
were tendered to Officer Berg. 7 

Because of alleged misrepresenta- 
tions in a saloon deal J. H. Campbell 
withdrew his consent to a transfer of 
a license in his name to' Fast & Kava- 
naugh at No. 307 West Second street. 
He said he was under financial obli- 
gations-to the Pabst Brewing Company 
and had agreed not to transfer the li- 
cense without the consent of that com- 
pany. It had been represented to him 
that that consent had been secured 
when, in fact, it had not. He therefore 
refused to consent to the transfer. The 
application for a transfer was denied. 

The restaurant liquor license of P. 
J. Flynn at No. 1600 West Washington 
street, was revoked, the license ¢ol- 
lector having reported that Flynn had 
declined to pay his license and desired 
to relinquish it. 

The application of James D. Todd for 
appointment as a special policeman to 
do patrol service for private citizens 


was referred to the Chief for investiga- 


tion. . 
At the suggestion of the Chief the 
poard will request the City Council for 
ermission to appoint ten special po- 
licemen to take the places of the regu- | 


lar'policemen during the vacation sea- 
son s00n to begin. The Chief wanted 
to know whether the rules with refer- 
ence to absence from the city by police- 
men were to be applied to cases where 
the men desired to go to the beaches 
for a few hours while off duty. The 
matter was left to his discretion. 


NEEDS MORE MONEY. 


Public Library Work Hampered by 
Scarcity of Funds. 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Library Trustees yesterday after- 
noon the duplication of some of the sets 
of new fiction was ordered in order 
to meet the demand for some of the 
new books on which a run is being 
had at present; The members of the 
board would keep a supply of such 
books sufficient to meet the demands 
of the public if it were not for the 
SSroea” of its funds. The members 
agreed that the library will great 
néed all that has been asked tor it 2 
the annual estimate of expenses filed 
recently with the City Auditor. Last 
year without consulting the librarian 
the old board raised the estimate to 
an unreasonable figure expecting it to 
be reduced somewhat and their action 
resulted in a much greater cut than 
would otherwise have been made. This 
year the estimate represents only what 
the board thinks it actually needs for 
the expenses of the library, which, be- 
cause of increased business, are larger 
than before. The trustees will endeovor 
to induce the Finance Committee to 
give them all that can possibly be 
spared for that department. 

Owing to the demand for a number of 
old books, which, on account of the 
long time which they have been in the 
library, have caused them to be placed 
in the list of fourteen-day books, has 
caused a change in the classification of 
them. Hereafter the time that a book 
may be kept out of the library with- 
out renewal will be based entirely upon 


the demand for it instead of upon the} 2° : 


time that the book has 
library. 


READING THE TAX ROLLS. 


First Session of the City Board of 
Equalization. 


The City Board of Equalization be- 
gan its labors in the council chamber 
yesterday morning, President Silver oc- 
cupying the chair. The work of the 
board will continue for at least two 
weeks and perhaps more, but as there 
is a disposition on the part of the 
members to finish the work as soon as 
possible the session will probably be 
shorter than that of last year. The 
first work is the reading of all the as- 
sessment rolls and:this difficult task 
falls to the lot of Deputy City Clerk 
Haskins. This reading is wholly un- 
necessary and no attention is paid to 
it by the members, a quorum of whom 
must be present during the reading. 
It would be dispensed with if it were 
not a provision of the city charter. 
The reading will be completed by Fri- 
day evening if possible, and on Sat- 
urday the hearing of applications for 
reductions of assessments will begin. 
This is really what the board is for and 
the hearing of these applications is 
the most important part of its work. 
This year fewer applications have been 
filed in advance than was expected, 
only fifty being received yesterday and 
not more than twice that number be- 


been in the 


fore yesterday. It is desired that those’ 


who wish to make applications for re- 
duction of assessments do so0 as soon 
as. possible as the longer the matter is 
delayed the less chance there will be 
to secure such reductions. The total 
reductions made last year exceeded 
$450,000, but it is thought that this 
year the reductions will not exceed 
half that amount. The law requires 
that the work of the board .be com- 
pleted by August 15. 


AGAINST THE CITY. ' 


Supreme Court Decides the Fourth- 

street Widening Case. 

‘City Attorney Haas yesterday re- 
ceived a copy of the opinion rendered 
by the Supreme Court in the case of 
H. W. Hellman vs. the city of Los 
Angeles and Boaz Duncan, in which 
the decision of Judge Van Dyke, ren- 
dered in the Superior Court, is re- 
versed and the case decided again«t 
the city. The case has been in the 
courts for severn! years. It was a" 
action in which the city sought to 
quiet title to certain realty along 
Fourth street between Spring and Main 
streets, the real purpose of which was 
to compel the owners of property on 
both sides of that street to move their 
property line back so as to make the 
street sixty feet wide. The property- 
owners contested this effort on part 
of the city, their defense being that 
the effort of the city to establish the 
lines of Fourth street taking as 
a basis therefor the lines of Sixth street 
was not proper or legal. They also 
contended ‘and proved that they had 
been in undisturbed possession of the 
property which the city claimed as a 
part of the street for more than twen- 
ty-five years, and that originally they 
had established their property lines 
along what was then considered the 
line of the street. The case was de- 
cided in favor of the city in Judge Van 
Dyke’s department of the Superior 
Court, and the owners of property on 
the south side of Fourth street ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 

That court supports the contention 
of the appellants with reference to the 
manner in which the lines of Fourth 
street were gauged by those of Sixth 
street, holding that such a determina- 
tion of the street lines is not legal, 
as the city has no right to establish 
the lines of one street by those of 
another. It is pointed out in the de- 
cision that.the evidence showed that 
the lines in the old Ord survey are in 
a number of places inaccurate and un- 
certain and are not a safe basis for 
action. 

The decision will have the effect 
of preventing the city from compell- 
ing the owners of property on the 
south side of Fourth street to move 
their buildings off the supposed line 
of the street. Before the appeal, how- 
ever, Mr. Hellman, who owns the prop- 
erty on the north side of Fourth street, 
entered into stipulation with the city 
by the terms of which he agreed to 
move his building within five years if 
the eity took no action to compel a 
}removal before that. As this stipula- 
tion was made before the appeal, it 
stands in spite of the decision of 
the court, by the terms of which he 
would not have been compelled to move 
his buildings at all but for the agree- 
ment. 

F. W. Parker’s Fatal Fal}. 

Frank W. Parker of Santa Monica

‘DOES NOT WANT RAIN. | 


CONTRACTOR SWENSON, SEEKS TO 
ENJOIN W. EB. HUGHES, 
Fears That the Rainmaker Woald 
Bring Water and Destruction 
Upon a Dam Across the San 

Gabriel Canyon, 


When W. E. Hughes, who has raised 
sufficient funds to conduct a scientific 
experiment to test the possibility of 
bringing about a precipitation of water 
by means of chemicals, selected a spot 
beyond Mt. Wilson for the purpose, he 
had in mind what he considered the 
impossibility of causing damage to any- 
body. It appeared to him, doubtless, 
that if his experiment should prove 
successful, as there is reason to believe 
it may, and a copious downpour should 
follow and rush down the cafions, it 
could not harm anything. But Anthon 
Swenson, a contractor, thinks other- 
Wise, and he wants the Superior Court 
to enjoin Mr. Hughes from coaxing 
showers from the heavens, thereby 
showing that he has faith in the rain- 
maker’s process and ability. 

Swenson is building a submerged 
dam across the San Gabriel Cafion for 
the San Gabriel Electric Light and 
Power Company of this city, and the 
waters caught in it are to be carried to 
tunnel No, 1 and there utilized. He 
avers that it was necessary to gain 
control of the upper San _ Gabriel 
waters in the construction of the dam, 
on which his men are now employed, 
and that this was accomplished with 
great difficulty. Ifwain were to be pro- 
duced at this time, he says, it would 
him great and irreparable damage 
washing out the dam. He states in 
the petition that the rainmaker, ‘‘by 
means of some mechanical and chemi- 
cal Gevice threatens to and is about to 
disturb the elements of the heavens so 
as to produce and cause a downpour of 
rain into the San Gabriel River above 
the aforesaid dam,” and accordingly 
prays for an injunction. 

This application for injunction is, 
perhaps, the most unique ever filed in 
the Superior Court of this county, and 
the action of the court with reference 
to it will be watched with interest. 


BIRD AT THE BAT. —

He Romances and Plays at Repartee 
with Mr. McComas. 

The Bird forgery trial assumed an 
interest yesterday that it has not 
known since Daniel T. Ames, the 
chirography expert, testified. The 
cross-examination of Bird himself 
was the opportunity of a life time for 
the prosecution to sling some ealub- 
rious slaps, and they were slung. But 
the “give as good as you get” element 
was by no means left out of Bird’s 
make-up; and, although a few times 
lame in his remarks, he was ordinarily 
keen and vigorous. The order of the 
day was rousing, racy repartee, and 
it was given with great relish, both by 
the Deputy  District-Attorney Mc- 
Comas and by Bird. The spectators 
could hardly keep order, the court sat 
in bank with himself, serious, smil- 
ing and laughing right out, and there 
was everywhere @ constant chuckle of 
delight. 

Bird came down hard on his late 
employer Griffith, and on the news- 
He claimed to know that 
Grifith had spent $10,000 in persuad- 
ing certain of the papers to speak 
favorably of his Griffith Park gift, 

- The large number of spoiled checks 
that were found in the office, signed 
with Griffith’s name, at about the 
time of the alleged forgery, came to 
light in 1897, Bird yesterday under- 
took to explain. On former trials it 
has been attempted to show by these 


checks that Bird was *berimenting 
With the signature. Bird said yester- 
day morning, however, that Griffith 


himself had spoiled the checks by try- 
ing to. sign his name when he was 
under the influence of intoxicants. He 
said that three or four times a week 
his employer would come to the cffice 
the worse for wear, and sleep himself 
into a state of sobriety on the office 
lounge. 

‘Who wrote the body of this 
eheek?” asked Mr. MeComas, handing 
Bird a certain disputed paper. | 

“I do not know,” snapped cff Bird. 
“Gq. J. Griffith testifies under cath, 
nowever, that I did so, but ais word 
‘s no proof.” 

“How do you account for the fact 
that these five checks, Mr. Bird, are 
signed in such a way as to make the 
name appear ‘Guffith’ rather than 
Griffith?” asked Mr. McComas.. 

“IT don’t account for it at all,” re- 
plied Bird. “But I guess I could do 
so if I were getting $50 a day.¥ 

“Well, but I don’t suppose you are 
entirely without compensation during 
this trial, are you, Mr. Bird?’ 
‘ “T am entirely so.” 

“Well, now, Mr. Bird, how about 
that episode in which you state that 
Griffith, during the Bryan campaign, 
drew out $25,000 in gold from the ya- 
rious banks with which he did busi- 
ness, and sneaked it away into a safety 
deposit vault? Did you aid him in 
sneaking it away?” 

“T did. Griffith said I would have 
to help him do the job. I carried $15,- 
000 and Griffith $10,000. I had the big- 
gest bag because Griffith said I could 
carry it better inasmuch as I was lean 
and lank and wore a long-tailed coat.” 

“Like Cassius, you had a hungry 
look,” interrupted Mr. McComas. 

“Yes,” retorted Bird, “and Griffith 
was Jack Falstaff, all puffed up in his 
own pride and_ self-conceit. We 
sneaked—if you choose to term it so— 
the gold to the vault and I must con- 
fess that, while my conscience faiied 
to trouble me, I was very thoroughly 
disgusted with my good Republican 
friend Griffith.”

“You weren't run- 
ning for a deputyship then; that’s why 
you can’t place it, Mr. McComas.”

CHINAMAN’S BIG LOVE, 
He Begins Mandamus Proceedings 
to Get a License. | 

Jim Wong Fook wants Julietta Rob- 
erts for his own little bride, and he 
is so determined to have hér that he 
has invoked the majesty of the law to 
accomplish his desires. Jim is out on 
bail, charged with criminal assault 
upon Julietta, who is a sixteen-year- 
old Canadian girl and who is some- 
what in love with her Chinese wpoer. 
She doea not object to marrying Jim, 
and her foster parents, Angelique Rob- 
erts and Alexander Roberts, have ac- 
knowledged their willingness that the 
girl take a cruise on the sea of matri- 
mony with a Chinaman for boatswain. 
And if all these arrangements could 
only be executed, Fook would be free 
in the eyes of the law, and the serious 
charge now standing against him would 
be dismissed. He very decidedly pre- 
fers the bonds of matrimony ‘to the bars 


of a penitentiary. 
But County Clerk Bell says it can- 
times refused 


the Chinaman a license, and now Fook 
is determined to compel him to issue 
the necessary papers. Yesterday morn- 


ing in Department One Attorney Whit- 


sey, representing the Chinaman, made 
application for a writ of mandamus, 
directing the County Clerk to issue 
the license and that upon the hearing 
of the matter, which is set for Mmext 
Saturday, the writ be made perpetual. 

Fook sets forth in his affidavit that 
he is a citizen of Los Angeles and re- 
sides at No. 308 San Pedro street, hav- 
ing lived here for the past thirteen 
years. He also swears that he is 4 
native-born citizen of the State and 
that he was raised in San Francisco, 
He is 26 years old, and notwithstand- 
ing all his vigorous efforts is still un- 
married. He says he is engaged to 
Miss Roberts, and Miss Roberts says 
it is so. 

Some time ago, in company with his 
lady love, her fother and his lawyer, 
Fook stormed the department of the 
County Clerk over which Mr. Kutz pre- 
sides, and asked for a license. It was 
denied him under the law prohibiting 
the Clerk from issuing a license to a 
Mongolian and Caucassian. Fook de- 
clared the place of his nativity with a 
good deal of pride, but nevertheless, to 
Mr. Kutz the applicant was too much 
Chinaman to be given a license. 

Las tThursday Fook and his lawyer 
called again and served Mr. Bell with 
a formal demand, but still they could 
not get what they wanted. The matter 
ran on for several days more, until 
yesterday, when mandamus proceed- 
ings were begun against the County 
Clerk. 

Julietta, under oath, says she was 
born in Montreal and was taken as an 
orphaned waif to a convent, where the 
sisters raised . She does not know 
how old she ist -1897, however, one 
of the sisters told her she would be 16 
years old in December, 1898. Such is 
her basis for reckoning her age as 16. 


GUILTY OF BURGLARY. 


A Young Mexican’s Long Sentence 
to State Prison. 

Burglary in the second degree was 

the charge to which Santo’ Capistrano 
pleaded guilty yesterday morning. He 
is the young Mexican who secreted 
himself in the Southern Pacific depot 
at San Gabriel last Thursday evening 
and while the station agent was away 
at supper, pried open the money 
drawer and made away with $66 in 
cash. This he buried in. a pine grove 
some distance down the track. 
. With the hopelessness that seems al- 
ways to take hold of a Mexican in the 
toils of the law, young Capistrano 
would not take the trouble to say a 
word in his own behalf, but was con- 
tent to take stoically whatever the 
court saw fit to impose. He was sen- 
tenced to two years and a half in San 
Quentin. 

A lucky circumstance of season saved 
the youthful Mexican from a longer 
stay in State prison.:He entered the 
depot at 6:45 p.m. Had it been in the 
winter time, it would have been dark 
at that hour and the burglary of the 
first degree. Leniency was recom- 
mended to the court, in view of the 
fact that Capistrano confessed his 
guilt, aided in restoring the _ stolen 
money, and waived all time, thus af- 
fording as little a delay as possible in 
satisfying the ends of justice. 


“SCALPERS”’ TABOOED. 


Railroads Granted an Injunction 
Against Local Ticket Brokers. 
The ticket “scalpers’’ are no longer 
permitted to “scalp.”” Judge Shaw 
handed down an opinion late yester- 


day afternoon, in which he granted the | 


application of the Southern Pacific 
and Southern California Railroad 
companies for a permanent injunction 
against A. B. Greenwall and others, 
who are said to be doing a4 very 
vigorous business in buying and sell- 
ing round-trip excursion tickets to the 
recent N.E.A. ‘Convention. These 
tickets are not good after September 4. 

Judge Shaw said that it was a deep- 
settled convéction in the minds of a 


great many people that all tickets 
ought to be transferable. It is no 
more of an expense to the railroad 


company to carry one person than 
another, and it really should make no 
difference who uses each ticket, so 
long as the company receives a full 
compensation from the original pur- 
chaser. It tickets were thus all made 
transferable, the trouble that con- 
stantly attaches to the present re- 
gime could easily be adjusted without 
complication. 

But so long as individuals and cor- 
porations have the right to enter upon 


| agreements and there are well-defined 


laws of contract, the process of rea- 
soning in the popular mind is, to say 


the least, in conflict with such prin-. 


ciples. When the purchaser covenants 
with a railroad company in purchasing 
a ticket and only upon such an under- 
standing is the ticked issued, such 
agreements are valid and cannot be dis- 
regarded without the risk of liability. 

The only question that seemed to 
trouble the court was as to whether or 
not the railroad companies fiad_ re- 
course in Jaw to enforce its agreements 
without calling for an injunction. It 
might seem at first that it is hardly 
the proper thing for the companies to 
invoke the law to aid them in oarrying 
on their business. When a ticket pur- 
chaser violates an agreement, ordinary 
law furnishes ample opportunity for 
equity. While such is undoubtedly the 
fact, yet it is seen, from the number 
of tickets sold and the practical impos- 
sibility of the original purchaser being 
certainly identified, that the railroads 
really have no effective remedy in law. 
and therefore are justified in asking for 
an injunction restraining the use of 
a ticket by any one other than the 
person buying from authorized agents. 

Judge Shaw, as an inference from the 
line of reasoning adopted in reaching 
his conclusion, had some hard things 
to say about persons who assisted in 
distributing the benefits of the ‘‘scalp- 
business. 

“This being the state of the law," he 
said, “it is manifest that if any per- 
son other than the buyer undertakes by 
deceipt to substitute himself in place 
of the buyer and by means of such 
a ticket to obtain passage on the rail- 
road, he is attempting to obtain, by 
false pretenses, that to which he is not 
entitled, and which the railroad is un- 
der no obligation to give him, viz.: a 
ride on the railroad without payment 
of fare. In other words, he is perpe- 
trating a fraud on the railroads.’ 


DIVORCE DENIED. 


Mrs. Wilson Still the Wife of an 
Alleged Cruel Husband. 


Mrs. Frances C. Wilson cannot have 
the decree of divorce that she has been 
praying for in Department Five. Her 
busband is Attorney C. N, Wilson, 
known as “Chinese’’ Wilson, because of 
a clientele among Chinamen. Mrs. 
Wilson's allegations were that she was 
not provided for and was compelled to 
do the work of an ordinary ranch hand 
in order to obtain a livelihood. She 
had to milk several cows, so she testi- 
fied, rain or shine, and in the winter 
time the barnyard often stood ankle- 
deep with water that soaked her ill- 
dressed feet. Her story was a pitiful 
one, and was full of statements refiect- 
ing severely upon the kindness and 
pride of the husband. After they were 
first married, she said, Wilson took 
her out to Alhambra to live in a hut 
formerly occupied as a bunkhouse by 
Chinamen. 

Judge Shaw, however, was unable to 
find that there had been any actual 
failure to provide, nor any specific acts 
of cruelty. It was certainly true that 
the husband had furnished Mrs. Wil- 
son with a very poor house; that he 
was indifferent to his own comforts 
and to those of the family, and that

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VIII.—~TURNER. 
(Concluded.) 
BY RUSSELL STURGIS, PH.D., F.A.LA, 
(New York city.) 


Turner was _ a lover of nature in a 
peculiar way. We generally associate 
with that phrase a taste for simple 
scenes and tranquility—brooks and 
flowery banks and green meadows, or, 
at the widest and wildest, moors and 
woods. Turner was a lover rather of 
the large, the unbounded and the com- 
plex. He was a lover also of many 
scenes in many lands. The Barbizon 
painters who make picture after pic- 
ture out of the simple details of one 
small country side would not have 
seemed reasonable beings to Turner, 
who painted in preference vast land- 
scapes of Alpine summit and forest- 
clad hill, or of the open ocean, or of 
the wide plain through which some his- 
toric river winds its slow way to the 
sea. Nor was this enough for him. On 
the one hand his taste for the stately 
and imposing bade him grasp at the 
costlier works of man, the hill-top cas- 


tle and the city with its towers and 


Italian stone pine, taken up in later 
life and used as a characteristic piece 
of the Turnerian idealized Italian 
landscape, is not found often in his 
careful and minute studies, . 

As for sea forms, many artists have 
studied the breakers on the beach and 
on the rocks since Turner’s time, and, 
therefore, he is not quite alone in 
knowing what broken water is like 
and what it will do. Moreover, 
many and many an artist has set down 
in color his view of the blue Atlantic 
over the side of an Atlantic liner. And 
yet Turner seems almost alone, still, 
in his free use of the open ocean in 
storm, and even of the open ocean with 
its long rolling waves of afterstofm. 
But, oddly enough, for a man who so 
loved the grandiose and the emphatic, 
the one phase of ocean which is pe- 
culiarly his own, is the shelving beach 
with the summer sea stealing up its 
gradual slope, children. wading half- 
leg deep to show how shallow and 
how innocent it is, and easy-going em- 
ployment of men and horses around 
the boatsides. Even the broad stretch 
of wet sand, safe enough for travelers 
for an hour or two, but to be over- 
whelmed by the tide, even that seemed 
in some way identified with Turner's 
sea painting, and his stage wagons 
seem like quiet merchant ships under 


easy sail. 
It is unfortunate for those who see

steeples; or, on the Other hand, his 
genius reached out, at first to the firm- 
ament of clouds, huge and of incalcul- 
able extent, but still, as they are tar 
enough to be seen in their whole mass, 
explicabie as to form, and therefore not 
beyond the power of man to draw them 
as they are; but soon from this to the 
near cloud, to mist and fog and smoke; 
or, in other words, to that which has no 
form and which can never be really 
drawn by man. Vast and even illimit- 
able distance was his forte. No one 
but he has ever rendered in such a 
satisfying way the wonderful mystery 
of the haze that hangs over and among 
the mountains thirty. miles away. Also 
the cloud close at hand and rushing 
down upon him, the fog bank, the driv- 
ing scud made up of spray as much as 
of vapor, and the smoke and steam 
which man contributes to the general 
mistiness of things made up a world in 
which he loved to live. It has been 
said that for the true understanding of 
these hazy distances and of his high- 
keyed almost white pictures of fog and 
cloud there is needed a great deal of 
good-will on the part of the spectator; 
but this saying is hard to understand. 
If one stands in front of the picture in 
the Lenox library collection called Fin- 
gal’s Cave, it is clear at once that what 
the artist is trying to paint is an effect 
of fog and cloud, one of those mo- 
ments of thick weather when the lower 
vapor that we call fog and the upper 
vapor that we call cloud are indistin- 
guishable, and that he has tried also to 
represent volumes of dark smoke from 
the funnel of soft-coal-burning 
steamer mingling with this: natural va- 
por and changing its character, Per- 
haps the conventions made necessary 
in such a picture are not greater than 
those conventions which the painter 
adopts and the spectator accepts in the 
painting of a genre piece of dogs and 
ducks and a cottage wall. The one 
consists of things which can be drawn, 
the other defies delineation; but does 
it on that account lie outside of the 
field of painting? It is hard to see why 
a lover of painting should be more dis- 
turbed, more thrown off his balance, 
by one of these pieces of fine art than 
by the other, unless it be that one sym- 
pathizes with the dogs and ducks, but 
has never looked at clouds enough to 
enjoy the painter’s joy in them. The 
best remedy for this condition of in- 
difference is a residence high up some 
mountain. When one sees from this 
point of vantage how the clouds form 
themselves and disperse, when he has 
tried to trace the connection between 
the shadows on a_  ten-mile-distant 
mountainside and the clouds themselves 
which float overhead, when he has 
watched the mist shut down and then 
either lift or break and scatter or even 
close down into the valleys while he 
looks over the top of it as over a snow- 
covered field, he rapidly grows into a 
mood which he will not shake off again, 
of sympathy with painters of cloud, 
and with Turner, their great chief. 
Something must be said of Turner's 
way of dealing with trees, which, in- 
deed, is very strange. His drawings 
of trees are admirable, simply admir- 
able, and perhaps unmatched. No man 
seems ever to have studied the growth 
of trees and tree anatomy so thor- 
oughly. The exquisite French land- 
scape pictures of the last forty years, 
lovingly as the trees and forests are 
touched in them, are not based upon 
any such minute knowledge of tree 
growth—at least as far as the prep- 
aratory studies of those artists are 
accessible. But he does not follow up 
these exhaustive studies in his art: he 
did not try to tell the whole story 
about the tree world in the sense that 
the whole sea world or that the whole 
mountain world is worked into his 
pictures. He paints the Salvator-Rosa 
tree, the Claude tree and a peculiar 
_pear-shaped tree of his own invention, 
which he found to compose well with 
the swells of ground in his stately 
landscapes, and when the real tree 
of nature is painted as his studies 
would lead him to paint it this is gen- 
erally a.broken and shattered pine 
which has in it the spirit of the rock 
cleavages which it accompanies and 
adorns. Oddly enough, too, certain 
trees which he loved to paint he 
seemed to have studied less minutely 
than he had studied those which he 


> 


the pictures exhibited in America that 
the two large paintings by Turner 
which have been shown here of late are 
of a rather absurd kind; for there was 
an absurd kind of picture of which 
Turner was capable at times. In his 
determination to produce a certain vig- 
orous effect he allowed himself at times 
to be all vigor, without form and with- 
out taste. In his eagerness to express 
a great artistic thought he allowed him- 
self to become ridiculous in the eyes of 
persons who did not look at the picture 
in the same frame of mind which he, 
the painter of it, was in when he 
painted. He seems to have been born 
without that valuable balance wheel, @ 
sense of humor—and his lonely life, in- 
cluding but little association with his 
brother artists and almost none with 
intelligent men of other pursuits than 
art, made him more open to error year 
by year. The errors which make of 
some of his large canvases really fool- 
ish compositions in spite of their great 
power; the errors which have led one 
intelligent critic to speak of the ‘“‘Porte 
Saint Martin’’ character of his work; 
the tendencies which compel even his 
too urfquestioning admirer, Ruskin, to 
call the pictures in which they occur 
‘nonsense pictures;’”’ the composition 
which another excellent critic rightly 
calls ‘‘grotesque,” and the general char- 
acteristics which have led the same 
writer to say that his peincsees are 
more frequently grandiloquent than 
grand, all these regrettable pecullari- 
ties are to one who has studied his 
career and more entirely successful 
works, but trifles. Such blunders and 
such blundering works as are hinted 
at above are but as the lines of Shake- 
speare which Matthew Arnold calls 
“detestable.” It being always assumed 
that Shakespeare wrote those lines, 
they have to be taken as the ill-consid- 
ered work of a very great man sur- 
rounded by a world of stimulating in- 
tensity, but not refined in taste—at 
least, not severe in taste. In like man- 
ner Turner’s errors—and they are many 
and serious—are those of a very great 
artist feeding too much upon the un- 
checked thoughts of a mind unculti- 
vated except for his art and surrounded 
by a world which, as he saw glimpses 
of it here and there, could not in any 
way raise his mental standard. It is 
fortunate, however, that the works of 
art which are exhibited in our Ameri- 
can public galleries, few in number, 
do not include any bad specimens of 
this bad side of Turner's art life. It 
is also fortunate that there are in pri- 
vate hands in America a few Turner 
pictures of the very highest class, un- 
surpassed by anything in the National 
Gallery. Again it is fortunate that sa 
much of Turner's artistic power can 
be judged from his own multiplied 
work—the Liber Studiorum, the little 
niezzotints, and to a less extent, but 
still appreciably, by the _ accessible 
prints from engravings after his work, 
such as those mentioned above, and 
the engravings of the Rivers of France, 
Scott’s Poems, and the like, especially 
the Rogers's Italy and Poems. A mon- 
ograph on Turner’s work and a critical 
account of its merits is a matter not 
of a few pages, but of a volunfe. All 
that can be said here is to insist upon 
the prodigious ability of the man and 
the unsurpassed charm of his art.

THAT ROUND ROBIN. 

The newspaper men in the Philip- 
pine Islands who have uttered a for- 
mal complaint against the methods 
pursued by Maj.-Gen. Otis with refer- 
‘ence to the dissemination of news from 


Manila, have at least supplied the At- 


kinsonian kickers with ammunition if 
they have accomplished no other pur- 
pose, and already the Tray, Blanche 
and Sweetheart of anti-expansion and 
anti-everything else that is “agin” the 
government are barking in chorus at 
the heels of the President and Maj.- 
Gen. Otis, who are patiently pursuing 
their several ways along the line of 
‘duty and as they will, in all human 
‘probability, continue to proceed until 
the end has been reached—that end 
‘will be the subjugation of the Tagalog 
rebels and the complete restoration of 
peace in the tropical islands of the 
Far East which are now an _ integral 
‘part of America’s possessions. 

It is quite as easy for newspaper 
men at the front to criticise and find 
fault with the proceedings there as it 
is for their superiors who hold down 
editorial chairs and conduct great mi't- 
tary campaigns from comfortable 
sanctums and in the breeze blown 
from electric fans. 

It is a lamentable fact that no gen- 
eral ever conducted a campaign any- 
where without the critic and the fault- 
finder making himself heard ina 
raucous tone of voice. When Ulysses 
S. Grant was pounding the heart out 
of the enemy inthe Wilderness in 
front of Richmond he was called a 
“bloody butcher” by these same kick- 
ers and fault-finders; they - declared 
that Abraham Lincoln was a fool and 
an ape when he was carrying the 
weight of the civil war upon his great 
shoulders and the sorrows of the peo- 
ple in his tender heart; they said at 
the beginning of Grant’s career that 
he was a drunkard; they asserted over 
and over again in the dark and bloody 
days of the 60’s, that Gen. William 
Tecumseh Sherman was crazy; they 
upbraided gallant Phil Sheridan for 
his raids in the Shenandoah Valley; 
they found fault with Hallock, and 
Hooker, and Burnside, and Meade, and 
Rosecrans, and Stoneman, and Gar- 
field, and “Pap” Thomas, and Steele, 
and all the other great commanders 
who fought the battles of the Union 
and saved the United States from eter- 
nal disaster in that mighty war be- 
tween the States; they carped at Miles 
and Crook when the Apaches were be- 
fing run to earth across the burning 
deserts and through the rocky cafions 
of Arizona; they sat in judgment upon 
Shafter, who accomplished such a won- 
derful feat in compelling the capitula- 
tion of the Spanish forces at Santiago, 
and, therefore, it is not to be expected 
that Maj.-Gen. Otis, who is working 
perhaps harder than any man in Amer- 
fea, should escape fire from the 
throwers of brickbats and paper wads. 

It is perfectly safe to say that what- 
ever has been done by the commander 
fin the Philippines has arisen from the 
goost pure and patriotic motives, and 
it ie safe to say further that that of- 
ficer knows more about the real con 
Mitions of things, the military neces- 


sities of the case, and that he is better. 
bulwarked by discretion than all the 
newspaper men in the islands, even 
though they be the wisest civilians 
that ever touched off a cablegram or 
set their signatures to a round robin. 

Maj.-Gen. Otis is the man who is 
carrying the load of responsibility at 
Manila, and not the newspaper corre- 
spondents. Success or failure there 
means more to him than to all the 
newspaper writers in Christendom, and 
the American people may rest assured 
that he is bearing that burden with 
surpassing patience, with splendid 
loyalty and patriotism, and with the 
ability that comes from long years of 
military training. If he has encoun- 
tered unforseen obstacles he will sur- 
mount them all in good time, and even 
if he has not brought the rebels un- 
der subjection in the course of a twen- 
ty-week campaign we respectfully sub- 
mit that there have been longer cam- 
paigns even when the commander 
thereof was not 7000 miles from his 
base of supplies! 

This constant nagging at and fault- 
finding with our military commander 
is contemptible and disgraceful. It 
belittles Americans and shames their 
patriotism, and it ought to stop. We 
should back up the men at the front 
and not add to their burdens or em- 
barrassmergts, for no man, civil or 
military, is infallible, and while it is 
not conceded that mistakes have been 
made in the Philippines, we should not 
forget that nobody was ever born into 
the world who got through life with- 
out making mistakes. In the good 
Lord’s name let us back up our men 
on the line of battle and quit this in- 
cessant firing in the rear! 


CALIFORNIA’S ADMISSION DAY. 

On Sunday last THe Times made the 
suggestion that the State of California 
should begin to think about a semi- 
centennial celebration of this State’s 
entry into the American Union, an 
event which occurred on September 
9, 1850, the first celebration of which 
was had in the city of San Francisco 
on October 29, 1850. We quote from 
the “Annals of San Francisco” an ex- 
tract showing how the news of the 
admission of the State was received in 
that city, which relates to the date last 
above mentioned: 


“This day was set apart to celebrate 
the admission of. California into the 
Union. When, on the 18th inst., the 
mail steamer Oregon was entering the 
bay, she fired repeated preconcerted 
signal guns which warned the citizens 
of the glorious news. Immediately 
the whole of the inhabitants were 
afoot, and grew half wild with excite- 
ment until they heard definitely that 
the tidings were as they had expected. 
Business of almost every description 
‘was instantly suspended, the courts 
adjourned in the midst of their work, 
and men rushed from every house into 
the streets and toward the wharves, 
to hail the harbinger of the welcome 
news. When the steamer rounded 
Clark’s Point and came in front of the 
city, her masts literally covered with 
flags and signals, a universal shout 
arose from 10,000 voices on _ the 
wharves, in the streets, upon the hills, 
housetops, and the world of shipping 
in. the bay. Again and again were 
huzzas repeated, adding more and 
more every moment to the intense ex- 
citement and unprecedented enthu- 
siasm. Every public place was soon 
crowded with eager seekers after the 
particulars of the news, and the first 
papers issued an hour after the ap- 
pearance of the Oregon were sold by 
the newsboys at from $1 to $5 each. 
The enthusiasm increased as the day 
advanced. Flags of every nation were 
run up on a thousand masts and 
peaks and staffs, and a couple of large 
guns placed upon the plaza were con- 
stantly discharged. At night every 
public thoroughfare was crowded with 
the rejoicing populace. Almost every 
large building, all the public saloons’ 
and places of amusement were bril- 
liantly illuminated—musiec from a hun- 
dred bands assisted the excitement— 
numerous balls and parties were_has- 
tily got up—bonfires blazed upon the 
hills, and rockets were incessantly 
thrown into the air, until the dawn 
of the following day. . .., 

“Such an occasion beyond all others 
demanded a proper celebration at San 
Francisco; and the citizens, accord- 
ingly, one and all, united to make the 
day memorable. On the 29th inst. a pro- 
cession of the various public bodies and 
inhabitants of the city, with appro- 
priate banners, devices, music and the 
like, marched through the principal 
streets to the plaza. The Chinese 
turned out in large numbers on this 
occasion, and formed a striking feature 
in the ceremonies of the day. The 
Hon. Nathaniel Bennett, of the Su- 
preme Court, delivered a suitable ora- 
tion to the people on the plaza, and 
an ode, composed for the occasion ‘by 
Mrs. Wills, was sung by a full choir. 
During the day repeated discharges of 
firearms and a proper salute from 
great guns carried off some of the pop- 
ular excitement, while the shipping 
displayed innumerable flags. In the 
evening public bonfires and fireworks 
were exhibited from Telegraph Hill, 
Rincon Point, and the islands in the 
bay. The houses were. likewise bril-, 


and danced and made merry, till day- 
light, in the pride and joy of their 
hearts that California was truly now 
the thirty-first State of the Union.” 


As has been heretofore remarked, the 
fiftieth birthday of the State of Cali- 
fornia will occur next year, and such 
a celebration of the event should be 
had as will lay the original “hurrah” 
entirely in the shade. Whereas, Cali- 
fornia in that day was scarcely more 
than a terra incognita to the people 
of the nation at large—a State of scant 
population and magnificent distances— 
it is now bound to the other States of 
the Union by shining bands of steel 
and peopled by nearly or quite one and 
one-half millions of souls. Then San 
Francisco was practically the State, 
now the metropolis .represents, com- 
paratively, but a small portion of the 
wealth or population of the common- 
wealth, and, whereas, the miner in 
his red shirt was then most in evi- 
dence, now thousands and tens of 
thousands of toilers in hundreds of 
fields of endeavor are enriching the 
world with the products of our soil, the 
output of our mills and factories. To- 
day we have within our borders a 
university more richly endowed than 
any other in the world, and the fame 
of California—its matchless clime, its 
wonderful mineral yield, its wine, its 
oil, its billowing fields of golden grain, 
its splendid people—has spread to the 
uttermost ends of the earth. There- 
fore THE TIMES repeats that in the year 
1900 the imperial State of the Golden 
West should celebrate its birthday in 
keeping with the grandeur, 
cence and brilliancy of this the bright- 
est and most particular star in the 
galaxy that sparkles upon the flag of 
our country. Let us prepare to cele- 
brate!

A comparison of the advertising 
columns of THE Times of last Sunday 
with those of the leading papers of 
San Francisco of the same date pre- 
sents some interesting facts.

the Chronicle; or, expressed in percent- 
ages, about 61-3 per cent. more than 
all the San Francisco papers, 173 per 
cent. more than the Examiner, and 250 
per cent. more than the Chronicle. 

In the number of classified adver- 
tisements—“‘liners”—-THE TIMES sur-

TIN-PLATE TROUBLES. 


Local Metal Works not Hampered by 
Eastern Strikes. 

The starting up of the tin-plate works 
in the East, after their enforced idle- 
ness on account of strikes, has re- 
lieved considerable anxiety felt by. the 
owners of the Los Angeles Metal Works 
on Anderson and Elliott streets, east 
of the river. They had felt apprehen- 
sive lest they might be unable to pro- 
cure enough tin-plate to continue run- 
ning on full time. 

“In spite of the strikes we have con- 
tinued to run ten hours a day,” said 
Manager L. S. Porter yesterday. ‘‘We 
had a large stock of tin plate on hand, 
so we were not hampered by the clos- 
ing of the eastern factories. Now ghip- 
ments ‘have begun again from the 
East. 

“The manufacturers arranged to sup- 
ply first of all the can-making fac- 
tories in districts where the goods are 
imperatively needed right away for the 
fruit canneries.’’ 4 

The San Franciseo men who own the 
Los Angeles Metal Works have four 
other similar factories on this coast. 

There are 150 men on the pay-roll of 
the local factory and the regular out- 
put is large.

INDIAN EDUCATION. 


Prominent Speakers Discuss Methods 
of Bringing the Aborigines into 
Fitness to Hecome Civilized 
American Cltizens. 


There are Too Many Furbelows on 
Modern Education, from Which 
the Red Man, at Least, De- 
serves Protection, 


Ihysicians from the Agencies Dis- 
cuss the Diseases Peculiar to the 
Reservation — Other Sections. 
Meet—Today’s Programme.. 


“As I see it, the children of this 
country are sorely in need of protection 
from the device-maker and the hobby- 
rider,” said Dr. E. E. White of Colum- 
bus, O., at the second regular session 
of the Indian Service Institute, held in 
the assembly hall of the Normal School 
building yesterday morning. The idea 
that the children of the present day are 
being educated along lines too abstruse 
for the attainment of broad practical 
knowledge that will fit them for life 
Was an undercurrent of thought that 
ran through the speeches of many of 
the most eminent scholars of the Na- 
tional Council and the National Edu- 
cational Association, and yesterday it 
was forcibly developed by a prominent 
member of both these organizations, 
and a man who has had long experience 
as a superintendent of schools. 

“When I attended college,”’ said Dr. 
White, “it was necessary for me. to 
make my own way in the world. While 
at Queensburg, O., I supported myself 
by teaching a class of twenty-three 
Ojibway or Chippewa Indians. In 
those days, spent in almost intimate as- 
sociation with the red men, I came to 
have a fairly good idea of their char- 
acteristics and needs. A better idea, 
perhaps, than that held by a large 
class of~people who had gained their 
oo" from novels and similar litera- 
ure. 

“There were two members of my 
class who showed a special adaptabil- 
ity for learning, and in whom I took a 
special interest. Blackbird, a son of 
the chief of the tribe, was a good stu- 
dent, both in Latin and in Greek, and 
in time became an _ interpreter at 
Washington. The other Indian was 
more domestic in his tastes and never 
left his tribe, but oftentimes we used 
to go hunting together—he with his 
bow and arrows, and I with a rifle— 
and it) was on one of these occasions, 
while sitting upon a log, deep buried 
in the forest. that this simple red man 


the future of his race. 

-“ "There is only one hope for the In- 
dian,’ said he. ‘He must either accept 
the white man’s civilization or disap- 
pear from the earth.’ He told me that 
he had lived in the forest for eight 
years before he saw a white man, and 
that the first word that he heard from 
civilized lips—and I blush to tell it— 
was an oath. In his languagé, he said, 
there were no oaths. and his people 
always swore in English, _ 

“The government of ‘this. country 
knew the condition of the’ Indian for a 
long time before it offered. its native 
sons the benefits of a civil and indus- 
trial education. I am glad that at last 
something is being done, more than 
simply to feed and clothes the Indian 
in his native wild. At last the school- 
master has’ gone with his mission, and 
with the power to bless the race. 

“The education that will best pre- 
pare the Indian to appreciate and as- 
sume the duties of American eitizen- 
ship is simple; one that meets nature 
in a helpful and fruitful way. The 
children of this country need protec- 
tion from the device-maker, both the 
children of the white man and the red. 
Whatever is given in the way of in- 
struction should have shown a fruit- 
age and ta try uncertain methods, 
thereby trifling with the opportunities 
of the child, is almost a crime. At 
least the helpless son of the forest de- 
serves to be protected from these de- 
vices and to have the benefit of a sys- 
tem that is known to be true, not one 
that may. at some distant day, prove

The teachers’ section immediately as- 
sembled in the main auditorium. Miss 
Estelle Carpenter of San Fraficisco, in 
charge of the music section, spoke at 
some length on the proper use of ‘the 
voice and the attention that the 
teacher should give to developing the 
musical instinct in the child. Im con- 
cluding Miss Carpenter sang a child 
song as an illustration of the proper 
method. Miss Frances BE. Ransom of 
the New York Training School gave 
a lesson in.drawing, after which Miss 
Georgia McMannis of Colorado Springs 
gave a talk on writing. Music by the 
Mandolin Club closed the session of the 
section. 

The Physicians Conference, - under 
the direction of Dr. C. C. Wainwright 
of San Jacinto, Cal., was held in room 
D, on the lower floor. ‘“‘Pneumonia and 
its Treatment in Industrial Schools,” 
was the subject assigned to M. J 
Terry, M.D., of the Fort Shaw School, 
Sun River, Mont.

that there is almost an entire lack of 
system in the way that the affairs of 
the Indian Department .are carried 
on. The main object of the camp In- 
dian, in bringing his child .to the 
reservation school, is the possibility 
that in this way he can get something 
to eat for himself, or at least the sus- 
tenance of the child will be looked 
after by the government. There are 
no cousiderations of the “sense-total”’ 
nor ‘‘adolescence” that induce the In- 
dian to entrust his child to the civil- 


| izing influences of the white man. 


Considerable animadversion was in- 
dulged in concerning the acts of Con- 


gress, which, while recognizing the | 


Indian as a ward of the government 
and providing for his support, at the 
general expense, fail to delegate any 
power to Indian agents or to superin- 
tendents of Indian schools, en- 
abling them to compel 
child, against the whims and supersti- 
tions of the squaws and segamores, 
to attend the schools. This phase of 
the question pertains more Searte to 
the non-reservation schools, so called, 
or the universities of the Indian 
school system. The natural greed of 
the chief or warrior is sufficient to 
compel the attendance of the child 
upon the reservation school, but when 
the youth has reached an age when he 
should go away to the larger schools, 
like the Haskell Institute in Kansas, 
the Carlisle Indian School in Pennsyl- 
vania, or the Phoenix Indian School, 
the natural fears of the savage, 
coupled with the loss of that: part of 
his substance that he hopes to derive 
from the fact of his child being in 
the school on the reservation, is suffi- 
cient to make him refuse permission 
for the transfer, and the progress of 
the child is blocked. 

“Go to the blanket Indian,” said 
Superintendent J. J. McKoin of Fort 
Mojave, Ariz., “and ask for the oppor- 
tunity to give his child an education. 
The answer will probably be: ‘“‘Umph. 
Umph. No went ’em.” Why should 
those who are laboring to advance the 
condition of the Indian be held back 
by the foolish superstition of “the 
ignorant grandfathers and_ grand- 
mothers, who neither know nor care 
anything about education or the mod- 
ern necessities of the Indian child? 
Why should the superintendents be 
obliged to humble themselves and 
plead with these bundles of squalor and 
dirt for the welfare of a government 
ward? 

“A uniform course of study is what 
is needed. There should be certain ed- 
ucational qualifications for the child 
that enters the higher school and when 
a student has completed the required 
work in the elementary or reservation 
school, there should be a power vésted 
in the authorities to send those whom 
they deem fit to.the non-reservation 
school. There should also be some 
limit to the course of education. A 
student should not be allowed, as at 
present, to roam from school to school 
and spend ten or fifteen years in an 
attempt to obtain an education at the 
expense of the government. I have 
even had children in my school at 
Mojave that came from the Carlisle 
or and had previously been at Has- 

“I do not wishtosayanything against 
the non-reservation schools... for I am 
not in sympathy with the sentiment 
of ‘The Man with the Hoe,’ in g0 


| far as it implies that the farmer is a 


useless and uneducated.individual, and 
I believe that the larger spheres of 
study and development at the higher 
schools meke the Indian better ond 
more resourceful, but I also believe that 


there should be some uniform systém 


of. administration and that the Indian 
authorities should have more power. 
A law to this effect should be passed 
by Congress. . 
CHORDS OF LOVE. 

“There are far too many people in 
the East who think that all things per- 
taining to the Indians must be drawn 
with chords of love and that instruc- 
tors should sit around and gaze with a 
heavenly vision while the sportive chil- 
dren of. the noble red men cavort upon 


the greensward beneath the rays of a 


silvery moon. I wish that those peo- 
ple qnight come and go about the res- 
ervation with me and see the dirt and 
squalor of the tribal Indian. I wish 
that they might realize the supersti- 
tion and ignorence that fetters our 
efforts and. makes it impossible for 
us to succeed without the intervention 
of law.’ . 
Superintendent G. L. Pigg of. Okla- 


homa, gave it as his opinion that Con- 


gress would never pass such a law as 
the preceding speaker wished. “Whiere 
such lews have been passed they only 
remain on the statute. books until na 
test case comes before the Supreme 
Court, when that body promptly de- 
cleres that any law taking the cus- 
tody of the child from its natural 
guardien is unconstitutional. 

“The Wichita reservation in Okla- 
homa, has more than 400,000 acres of 
land lying idle at the present time. 
If we. are to teach the Indians to be 
farmers, why is not the reservation the 
proper place? There is plenty of land 
and the Indian cam have his own 
stock. It is a good thing to send the 
Indian away if he can learn to pro- 
vide for himself in some other man- 


ner .than by farming... The reservation | 


school, however, has not had fair play. 
The Indian agent swoops down on the 


_school and all the. bright children who 


are not under the ban of parental su- 
perstition are whisked away to the 
non-reservation school, without any re- 
gerd to their special fitness to go. Un- 
der such conditions the full possibili- 
ties of the reservation school have not 
been developed.” 

Apropos of the superstition of the In- 
dians and their consequent reluctance 
to allow their children to go away to 
school, the belief held by the Mojaves 
that those of,the tribe that. left the 
Colorado River would die was cited, 
and an-instance told where the squaws 
actually cut off their hair and mourned 
as dead the children who had been sent 
from the reservation school to Phoenix. 
INDIAN CITIZENS. 

As the speakers had wandered rather 
far from the point that they were sup- 
posed to be discussing, the chairman 
made an attempt to bring the discus- 
sfon to a head, and a motion was enter- 
tained to limit the speeches to three 
minutes each. This was strenuously 
objected to by Maj. R. H. Pratt of the 
Carlisle Indian School, who had been 
listening very intently to the argu- 
ments pro and con regarding the re- 
spective merits of reservation and non- 
reservation schools, and when he had 
gained his point he took the floor and 
made an impassioned speech that was 
very typical of the sterling old soldier. 

“This whole question,” said he, “re- 
solves itself briefly into this: What 
are we trying to do? What purpose is 
there in Indian education? Are we di- 
recting our efforts toward getting the 


Indian into the life of the nation, or. 


are we working for our own selfish 
ends? We are ostensibly working for 
the United States and trying to make 
these people civilized. There should 
be no lHmitation placed upon this 
work. Our mission is to forward the 
Indian child, through all the special 
schools, to the public schools the 
country, where he of right belongs. 
“This rticular question does not 


|pmount to a snap of my- fingers; you 


the 


teach them English and all the other 
branches upon the reservation school, 
but when you have done that the In- 
dian will still lack the desire to enter 
the life of the nation.” . 

Here the speaker paused for a mo~# 
ment and then continued more slowly: 

“The happiest day of my life will 
be the day when I see the Carlisle 
school wiped out and Indian education 
continued in the regular schools of 
the United States.” 

After giving some statistics in rela- 
tion to the school, the veteran edu- 
cator said: ‘“‘There are 250,000 Indians 
among whom there have been schools 
for years, and‘still they preserve their 
tribal characteristics and are still es- 
senitially I believe it our 
duty to draw them out to a higher 
and broader life, in a word to make 
valuable citizens of them. That is 
the end that we should work for and 
anyone who is working merely to make 
a place for himself should be kicked 
out.” | 
After the applause which greeted the 
earnest uttérances of Maj. Pratt had 
died away. Superintendent 
Gaither, of Umatilla, Or.. took the 
floor for a discussion of the question 
“Should Indians or Whites Married to 
Indians be Employed as Instructors 
in the Indian Schools?” ‘The discus- 
sion seemed to favor the affirmative 
of this proposition. After the ques- 
tion had been discussed at length by 
Superintendents Breen and Wright, 
the Institute adjourned until 10 o’clocg 
this morning.

DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 


The first of the lectures on dumestice 
economy was delivered this morning by 
Mrs. Grace Dutton, who is in charge of 
the domestic economy department of 
Throop Polytechnic Institute, Pasa- 
dena. The lectures occupy the hour 
from 11 a.m. to noon each day. This 
morning’s lecture, which was accome- 
panied with practical demonstrations, 
treated of the making of hot breads, 
Mrs. Dutton said that if hot bread is to 
be eaten at all it should be at the 
morning meal. The digestive organs 
have then had ten or eleven hours’ 
rest and are better prepared for ‘the 
ordeal than at any other time of day. 
The best flours for bread-making are 
of blended spring and winter wheat. In 
making hot. breads the least possible 
proportion of fat should be used. The 
starch cells are surrounded by layers of 
fatty matter. The fatty matter and the 
starchy matter afe not digested in the 
same regions of the elementary canal, 
and the effect is lamentable. There ig 
no provision in the body for the diges- 
tion of uncooked starch, : and all 
starchy foods should be cooked at least. 
twenty minutes. That is one of the 
reasons why hot cakes, or pancakes, 
are not wholesome. To cook them 
twenty minutes or more is something 
not to be thought of, and if they be 
cooked less than twenty minutes the’ 
starch is in a more or less raw state. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

This afternoon’s programme opened’ 
with a vocal duet by Miss Lulu EB.

Mr. Newell has examined 
the geological formations and watersheds 
heréabouts, and his conclusions confirm those 
of the city’s special hydrographer, Mr. Lip- 
pincott, who reported to the City Council on 
the best sources from which to obtain an 
increased water supply. Mr. Newell’s opin- 
fon, ag communicated to city officials, is that 
the. only safe course in looking for a large 
and permanent supply of water, is to go to 
headquarters and have a watershed back of 
You, cdrraling the fountain stream. 

A large gathering of business men and 
ladies, too, met Mr. Newell at the Board of 
Trade rooms this evening. Every seat was 
Occupied. when Mr. Newell began his ad+

slides. His lecture was of a general nature, 
felsting” to the opportunities for reclaiming 
ands-by the development of water.

The trial of L. Simpson and R. 
Brown, proprietors of the notorious Los 
Angeles-street 
Club, on the charge of keeping a dis- 
orderly house, was commenced in Jus- 
tice Morgan’s court yesterday. Consid- 
erable time was spent in securing a 
jury. Half a dozen policemen and

The police part of the evidence was

ficers who testified were woefully lack- 
ing im specific information as to the 
nature of the orgies that made the 
place notorious. Although ithe sev- 
eral officers who have patrolled Los 
Angeles street in the last few months 
did not hesitate to testify that carous- 
als were frequent at the colored club 
complained against, they were not pre- 
pared-to back their statements with 
dates and particulars of specific acts 
of lawlessness that are alleged to have 
been committed in the notorious dive.
